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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 101 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claim is directed to a 
sensor, but additionally claims method steps. Claims must be directed to a single 
statutory class only. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 15-17, 21, 22, 26, 27, and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Nishio (US 4,668,477). Regarding claims 15 and 17, Nishio 
discloses the claimed invention, a gas sensor member (to-be-held member) [18] held by 
a support surface of a stepped portion of a tubular metallic shell [12] by a wedge- 
shaped first packing the sensor member has a closed bottom tubular shape at the distal 
end; the first packing is [22] having an angle that decreases toward the distal side 
(Figure 2). Inner and outer surfaces of the gas sensor member are coated with Pt 
electrodes (column 2 lines 55+). A second metal packing [20] connects the electrode to 
the metal shell. The sequence of assembling must be wire packing, sensor element, 
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talc, and compression of the wire, according to the figures and the description of spring 
[40] as imparting compressive force (column 3 lines 13-45). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35' U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 18, 19, 23, 24, 28, 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Nishio (US 4,668,477) in view of Miwa (US 4,401 ,967). Nishio 
teaches the claimed invention except for the use of a powder packing on the proximal 
side of the first packing, and the first packing being metal. Miwa teaches a metal first 
packing [21] having a ceramic powder packing [23] on the proximal side of the first 
packing. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
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the invention was made to use the powder packing of Miwa in the invention taught by 
Nishio, since this is taught be Miwa to form a complete solid layer between shell and 
sensor element that holds the element in securely. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use a metal packing 
as the first packing as taught by Miwa in the invention taught by Nishio, since Miwa 
teaches that such use as a packing is well known (column 2 lines 53-55) and thus 
advantageously possesses well known properties. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25, 30, and 32 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
